Technical field 

The invention relates to a method of measuring the 
diameter and length of effects on yarn. 

Novelty and inventive step (PCT Article 33(1) to 
(3)) 

The subject matter of claims 1 to 9 is novel and 
involves an inventive step for the following 
reasons : 



2. Dl is considered to be the closest prior art. Dl 

describes that the beginning and the end of an 
effect are defined by the fulfillment of a first 
and second diameter criterion. The effect length 
is determined from this beginning and end. A

diameter average is formed using the values in the 
effect region. 



3. The method according to claim 1 differs from Dl in 

that^ between the beginning and end^ a definable 
number of widest diameters is determined and in 
that the average value of these determined widest 
diameters is formed. This average value defines 
the diameter of the effect. 



4 . This method solves the problem of measuring the 

effect diameter irrespective of natural diameter 
fluctuations in the effect region. 



5. Such a method of measuring effect diameters is 

neither known nor obvious from any of the 
available documents (Dl— D4) . Although Dl mentions 
that the numbers of maxima and minima in certain 
sections of the diameter signal are used;- this is 
only for the purpose of making a comparison with 
pattern signals possible. Dl does not mention the 
use of these maxima and minima for forming an 
average value. 



6 . Claims 2 to 9 are dependent on claim 1 and 

therefore also meet the PCT requirements for 
novelty and inventive step. 

4. Industrial applicability (PCT Article 33(1) and (4)) 

The present invention is clearly industrially 
applicable . 
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
